This is a 
marked increase in the number of new 
cases, and plainly indicates that the 
fever will be epidemic until frost 
comes. The Howards yesterday as- 
signed twenty-five new nurses to duty. 
Their daily expenses nov aggregate 
$500. 


A Springfield, Ills., telegram says: 
Dr. Million was called last Thursday 
to Mechanicsburg, in this county, to 
attend a young man who was suffering 
with a severe attack of dysentery, and 
died in a few hours. After his arrival 
yesterday he was again called to visit 
the mother of the young man, who wa.s 
attacked with the same complaint.

There Mrs. 


Jones rented apartments and openly 
went in^o a life of prostitution. 
She 


had a great many male visitors from 


* among the dignitaries of Lima socie 


ty, und in time the libertines' eyes 
fell with their lustful glitter upon tlje 
charms of Ella, then just develop- 
ing from girlhood into a woman's 
estate. 
One of the wealthiest of 


those human hyenas, a prominent of- 
ficeholder of that county, finally bar- 
gained with the unnatural mother for 


. 
the ruin of her child. Stranger things 
haye been recorded, though not often. 
Mrs. Jones, for a consideration of $300, 
locked the seducer into a room with 
Ella and left him to work her ruin. 
The poor girl resisted the lustful vil- 
lain from 1 o'clock until 8 in the 
morning, whan, desparing of success 
in his hellish purpose he called the 
mother to his aid. She responded 
readily, and aided the wealthy liber- 
tine with her main force in accom- 
plishing the ruin of the brave, but now 
powerleis girl. ' Such is Ella's strange 
story. What is still stranger ia the 
wquel. Her father heard of his 
daughter's ruin, came to Lima, caused 


' Mrs. Jones's arrest, took the children 


. 
.from her, and sent Ella to the Fort 


"*. Wayne convent. IE the tale be a true 


one, the father's interference saved the 
second child, a girl of fourteen, from 
the mother's snares, for she had al- 
ready sold this child's virtue also, and 
the day for tbe second diabolical deed 
was ret when the father interfered. 
Mrs. Jenei had boasted that with both 
her children seduced she would take 
them with her and open a house of 
prostitution. The father taking the 
lavr into his hands broke up the 
reheme, 
: Strange to say, Ella admits that she 


afterwards escaped 
from the Fort 


Wayne convent aiid went right back 
to her unnatural mother. 
Shortly 


afterward Mrs. Jones met a gambler 
from New York named Weetfall, and 
came with him to Cincinnati, bring- 
ing Ella along. 
They took rooms at 


the Queen City Hotel, where, after a 
few weeks residence, Westfall find 
Ella had a quarrel. He ordered her 
out of the hotel and as her mother 
clung to her lover the girl found her- 
self-on the streets, homeless and pen- 
niless* 
Then she sought out a house 


of prostitution and entered upon a 
life of public shame. Several even- 
ing ago a visitor to the house from 
Lima recognized her, and sent word 
to her father, 
pr. Jones came to 


Cincinnati last night, and, in com- 
pany with Detective Kuahman, went 
to the Broadway house and took 
El!a away. 
She confesses contrition, 


and promises reform in the convent. 


A SENTINEL reporter this morning 


made an attempt ta investigate this 
story, but without success. There ia 
no convent in this city and never has 
been. The wording of the article is 
very ambiguous in some respects. 
Whether the "wealthy officer holder" 
hailed from Fort Wayne or from 
Lima, or whether the place referred 
to is Lima, Ohio, or Lima, Indiana, 
cannot be easily determined. How- 
ever it is not impossible that the 
events referred to transpired in Fort 
Wayne,and it may be that the girl at- 
tended some one of tbe 
Catholic 


schools in thii city, which the En- 
quvrtr designates as a convent.

Auditor Argo's annual report for 


the year ending May 31,1879, has just 
been printed at the SENTINEL job 
rooms, 
in a neat and handsome 


pamphlet of forty-six pages, and lies 
upon our table. 
The report ia the 


.fullest, most carefully prepared and 
most comprehensive ever issued by an 
auditor of Allen county, and reflects 
great credit upon Mr. Argo and bis 
efficient associates. The first pages 
are devoted to statistical information 
in tables, from which it appears that 
the total cash receipts for the fiscal 
year, together with 
the balance 


charged on the .1st of June, 1878, 
was $559,088.15; the warrants drawn, 
on and disbursements made by the 
treasurer were $441,723.09; county or- 
ders afloat June 1st, 1879, $8,742.52. 
The cash in the treasury on the 1st of 
]ost June was $125,845.66. The amount 
expended for county purposes during 
the year was$141,930.58, of which S6f- 
028.43 was for criminals, $10,483.39 
for the criminal court, $4,711.72 for 
the superior court, $3,689.94 for the 
circuit court, $37,693.86 for the poor, 
$4,390.23 for public buildings, $10,- 
486.81 for ditches, $1,816.90 
for 


roads 
and 
highways, 
$28,- 


587.70 
for 
bridges, 
$744.50 
for 


coroner'sinquests,$18,541.35 to county 
officers, and the balance—$15,755.75— 
for miscellaneous expenses. 


The report of the county treasurer 


—M. F. Schmetzer—JR next given. 
It is an admirable document. It 
shows the total receipts as above giv- 
en, and that the collections from tax- 
es for the year were $331,380.10; 
from liquor licenses §11,900 and 
from fines $1,018.99. 


Accompanying the reports is a vast 


amount of valuable statistical infor- 
mation ; an abstract of the assessment 
of property ia the county (already 
printed in the SENTINEL); a state- 
ment showing the balances of the dif-

I find tbere has not been as much I 


care taken in gaining statistical iii- j 
formation on the part of the assessors j 
as there should have been, and in-some j 
cases, in fact, it has been BO far neg- 
lected as to be of no use to the public 
for information, and, at the same time, 
placing the township in a very unfa- 
vorable position as to their products 
and induatries. I will give but one 
township for an illustration, which T 
think will serve the purpose for- all. 
Having lived in Monroe township for 
twenty years, I know sftmething about 
its agricultural resources, and know 
that it is not fairly represented when 
it ia reported as fiaving raised only 
1,935 bushels of wheat in 1878, and 
only 1,570 bushels of corn for the. 
same year. There were 811 acres of 
wheat harvested, showing but a frac- 
tion over two bushels per acre, and 
835 acres of corn raised, showing less 
than two bushels to the acre. This ia 
manifestly an error, and makes a bad 
showing for the township. Assessors 
should oe careful to ascertain the facts 
in such cases, and report the results 
correctly. 


Mr. Argo may well be proud of his 


report. 
It is to be placed in the 


hands of the people generally and will 
be found invaluable by all. 


What's the Matter with the Police?

Told by a Wronged Daughter 
of Strange Doings in 
Fort Wayne. 


Sold by Her l^other to 
Wealthy Office Hold- 
er for $300. 


The Cincinnati Enquirer of yester- 
day contains the following remarkable 
story: 


Ella Jones, a rery handsome girl 
eight(!en years old was taken out of 
Daiay Lawrence's bouse of ill-fame on 
Broiidway last night and locked up in 
Hammond-street station as a safe- 
keepr r. 
This morning ¡«he will be 
taken by her father to Fort Wayne 
and put into a convent at that place. 
Miss Jones told her story to an Enqui- 
rer ri porter at two o'clock this morn- 
ing, and, if it ia all true, which is pos- 
sible, it is one of the most pitiable on 
record. The story in brief is as fol- 
lows : Her father is a promiuent phy- 
sician in the little village of Coldwater, 
sixty miles from Fort Wayne, where 
he lived several years ago with his 
wife and three daughters, of whom 
Ella 
was 
the 
eldest. 
Their 
home was a happy one until Dr. 
Jone s one day, a year and a half ago, 
discovered his wife in ai) intrigue 
with a neighbor. She did not deny 
her guilt, but rather boasted^ of its 
truth. 
A separation ensued. The 
three daughters 
were 
given their 
choice to go with the mother or re- 
main with the father. 
Girl-like they 
elung to their mother, and went with 
her to Fort 
Wayne. 
There Mrs. 
Jones rented apartments and openly 
went into a life of prostitution. 
She 
had a great many male visitors from 
among the dignitaries of Lima socie 
ty, and in time the libertines' eyes 
fell with their lustful glitter upon tlje 
charms of Ella, then just develop- 
ing from girlhood into a woman's 
estate. 
One of the wealthiest of 
these human hyenas, a prominent of- 
ficf holder of that county, finally bar- 
gained with the unnatural mother for 
the ruin of her child. Stranger things 
have been recorded, though not often. 
Mr«. Jones, for a consideration of $300, 
locked the seducer into a room with 
Ella and left him to work her ruin. 
The poor girl resisted the lustful vil- 
lain from 1 o'clock until (J in the 
ni(»rning, when, desparing of success 
in his hellish purpose he called the 
mother to his aid. She responded 
readily, and aided the wealthy liber- 
tine with her main force in accom- 
plishing the ruin of the brave, but now 
powerless eirl. Such is Ella's strange 
story. 
What is still stranger is the 
sequel. Her father heard of his 
diiughter's ruin, came to Lima, caused 
Mrs. Jones's arrest, took the children 
from her, and sent Ella to the Fort 
Wayne convent. If the tale be a true 
•ne, the father's interference saved the 
second child, a girl of fourteen, from 
the mother's snares, for she had al- 
ready sold this child's virtue also, and 
tlie day for the second diabolical deed 
was set when the father interfered. 
Mrs. Jones had boasted that with both 
her children seduced she would take 
them with her and open a house of 


{»rostitution. The father taking the 
f.w into his hands broke up the 
•dieme. 


Strange to say, Ella admits that she 
afterwards escaped 
from the Fort 
Wayne convent and went right back 
to her unnatural mother. 
Shortly 
afterward Mrs. Jones met a gambler 
from New York named Westfall, and 
came with him to Cincinnati, bring- 
ing Ella along. 
They took rooms at 
the Queen City Hotel, where, after a 
few weeks residence, Westi'all and 
Ella had a quarrol. 
He ordered her 
out of the hotel and as her mother 
clung to her lover the girl found her- 
self on the streets, honieles-i and pen- 
tiless. 
Then she souglst out a house 
cf prostitution and entered upon a 
life of public shame. 
Several even- 
ing ago a visitor to the house from 
Lima recognized her, and sent word 
to her father. 
I>r. Jones came to 
Cincinnati last night, and, in com- 
pany with Detective Kushman, went 
1» the Broadway house and took 
"Ella away. 
She confesses contrition, 
and promises reform in the convent. 


A S E N T I N E L reporter this morning 
made an attempt to investigate this 
Htory, but without success. There is 
no convent in this city and never has 
been. The wording of the article is 
very ambiguous in some respects. 
Whether the "wealthy officer holder" 
bailed from Fort Wayne or from 
Lima, or whether the place referred 
to is Lima, Ohio, or Lima, Indiana, 
cannot bi» easily determined. How- 
ever it is not impossible that the 
events referred to transpired in Fort 
Wayne, and it may be that the girl at- 
tended some one of the Catholic 
schools in this city, which the En- 
fuirer designates as a convent.

Probably the first place

They gained an entrance by the back 
•way, placing a skid against the win- 
dow sill of the second stor\% the win- 
dow of which was open. 
Önce in the 
iiecond story anybody that could walk 
could get down stairs. They skirmish- 
ed around, and inspecting the safe 
thought probably that it wa» too 
heavy for them to tackle, so they con- 
tented 
themselves 
with pocketing 
about twenty-five or thirty revolvers, 
valued at from $2.50 to $10 each. 
Finding nothing else in that place to 
«uit their fancy they unbolted the 
back door and left. 


At 
the 
same 
time 
a 
party 
of 
three 
men 
were 
sleeping on the deck of a canal boat, 
less than forty feet from the back en- 
trance and in full view of the burg- 
lars. About 11 o'clock, Chas. Stewart, 
the private watchman, in making his 
rounds found the skid in the position 
above described, and trying the door 
found it open. He at once informed 
the policemen who, in hope that the 
burglars might still be in the building, 
made a thorough search but the birds 
had flown. 


The next place to receive their at- 
tention was the boot and shoe store of 


TOM MANNIX, 
on Calhoun street, between Douglas 
avenue and Holman street. They, at 
this place as at the former, preferred 
the back entrance to the front, owing 
probably to their patronage of Sun- 
day saloons. 
By the aid of a jimmy 
they pried open a back window^ and 
then the window leading into the store 
where they soon stocked themselves 
with boots, twenty-one pairs in all.

AliGO'S ANNUAL. 


The Auditor's Report For the Fis- 
cal Year Ending June Ist. 


J^ Valuable and In Every Way 
Créditable Document. 


Auditor Argo's annual report for 
the year ending May 31,1879, has just 
T)een printed at the S E N T I N E L job 
rooms, 
in a neat and handsome 
pamphlet of forty-six pages, and lies 
upon our table. 
The repjort is the 
fullest, most carefully prepared and 
most comprehensive ever issued by an 
auditor of Allen county, and reflects 
great credit upon Mr. Argo and his 
efficient associates. The first pages 
are devoted to statistical information 
in tables, from which it appears that 
the total cash receipts for the fiscal 
year, together 
with 
the balance 
charged on the 1st of June, 1878, 
was $559,088.15; the warrants drawn 
on and disbursements made by the 
treasurer were $441,723.09; county or- 
ders afloat June 1st, 1879, $8,742.52. 
The cash in the treasury on the Ist of 
lost June was $125,845.66. The amount 
expended for county purposes during 
the vear was $141,930.58, of which ¥5,- 
028.43 was for criminals, $10,483.39 
for the criminal court, $4,711.72 for 
the superior court, $3,689.94 for the 
circuit court, $37,693.86 for the poor, 
.$4,390.23 for public buildings, $10,- 
486.81 for ditches, $1,816.90 for 
roads 
and 
highways, 
$28,- 
587.70 
for 
bridges, 
$744.50 for 
coroner'sinquests,$18,541.35 to county 
officers, and the balance—$15,755.75— 
for miscellaneous expenses. 


The report of the county treasurer 
—M. F. Schmetzer—is next given. 
It is an admirable document. 
It 
shows the total receipts as above giv- 
en, and that the collections from tax- 
es for the year were $331,380.10; 
from liquor 
licenses 
$11,900 and 
from fines $1,018.99. 


Accompanying the reports is a vast 
amount of valuable statistical infor- 
mation ; an abstract of the assessment 
of property in the county 
(already 
printed in the SENTINEI^) ; a state- 
ment showing the balances of the dif- 
ferent funds in the hands of the town- 
ship and school trustees of the county 
attne lastOctobersettlements; the rules 
of the county commissioners; a com- 
plete and carefully prepared directory 
giving the names of all county of- 
ficers and the names and postoffice 
address of all township 
trustees, 
township assessors and justices of the 
peace in the county; a list of the 
ditches established in the countysince 
the last annual report, with the length, 
cost, etc., and the assessors' statistical 
statements, concerning which Mr. Ar- 
go utters the following timely words: 


I find there has not been as much 
care taken in gaining statistical in- 
formation on the part of the assessors 
as there should have been, and in some 
cases, in fact, it has been so far neg- 
lected as to be of no use to the public 
for information, and, at the same time, 
placing the township in a very unfa- 
vorable position as to their products 
and industries. I will give but one 
township for an illustration, which I 
think will serve the purpose for all. 
Having lived in Monroe township for 
twenty years, I know something about 
its agricultural resources, and know 
that it is not fairly represented when 
it is reported as having raised only 
1,935 bushels of wheat in 1878, and 
only 1,570 bushels of corn for the 
same year. There were 811 acres of 
wheat harvested, showing but a frac- 
tion over two bushels per acre, and 
885 acres of corn raised, showing less 
than two bushels to the acre. This is 
manifestly an error, and makes a bad 
showing for the township. 
Assessors 
should be careful to ascertain the facts 
in such cases, and report the results 
correctly. 


Mr. Argo may well be proud of his 
report. 
It is to be placed in the 
hands of the people generally and will 
be found invaluable by all.

To t h e Editor of the SEJJTJNEL: 


Allow me to ask, through your pa- 
per, if we might not as well dispense 
with our police force altogether. It 
don't seem to mc that they afford any 
protection whatever to life or proper- 
ty. They ''pull" an occasional house 
of ill-fame, shadow other places which 
they have no business with, pick up a 
drunkard or tramp sometimes, and go 
for the small boys with a vengeance. 
Once in a great while they stop a street 
fight or saloon brawl. But it has been 
a long time since they prevented a 
burglary or a murder, or captured a 
burglar or other important criminal.
